Mrs. Kalkman 
has a banana tree which is blooming, and 
she is hoping that two little bumches of 
bananas will ripen before wintry weatler 
ends the 194M season. 

For @ years Mrs. 
nourishing this banana tree 
she has set it out; during the summer she 
‘has nourished and watched it, and each 
fall she has carefully dug it up and carried 
it into the basement of her home, where 
she has spread it out in the dryest spot to 
hibernate during the winter. 

the first blossom appeared several weeks 
ago, and Mrs. Kalkman’s elation Knew no 
bounds. The little bananas grew slowly 
into shape, and finally pushed away the 
protective leaf that» nature spread over 
them. They grew through all the shades 
ot green, but to Mrs. Kalkman’s sorrow 
thev never reached the yellow stage. 

She {s confident, however, that a few 
more days of favorable weather will ripen 
the fruit.

Clair County board of supervisors, Says 
other deputy sherifts will be hired to take 
the places of the striking officials. The 
next step, according to strike history, 
would be the hiring of deputy sheriffs. to 
keep the striking deputies from influencing 
the strike-breaking deputies. 

The strike is against the cutting down 
of the claims of the deputies against the 

sunty. At the meeting of the board of 
supervisors last Saturday the claims for 
compensation at the rate of $2.00 a day 
were reduced to $2 a day and a cut was 
also made in the claims for special work 
done at the National Stockyards in East 
St. Louis during the meat cutters’ strike.

There he ensconced himself snugly in a 
bed of straw and there he slept nights with 
his two faithful dogs curled up by his 
Side.

Sunday morning the dogs, by their ac- 
tions, drew the attention f the stable men 
to the manger and they found that Mor- 
gan was ill.

Morgan had acute gastritis, 


and the doctor told him he could not live 


longer than a few hours.

“And whatever you do,’’ he added. “take 
good care of my dogs and see that they 
get good homes and kind masters. For 
years they have been my only friends 
and the onl living beings that loved me.”’ 

That night he died, with his hands rest- 
ing affectionately on the heads of the 
faithful dogs, which seemed to understand 
that the time had come for them to part 
forever.

“And there is only one way in which Mr. Cortelyou can retrieve his own repu- 
tation. That is to resign, without an hour’s delay, a chairmanship a thousand 
times more disgraceful than Odell’s.”’ 

Fate has made it possible for Mr. Cortelyou to retire gracefully and immedi- 
ately. Henry C. Payne is dead. Mr. Cortelyou is to sucgeed him in the office of 
postmaster-general. But it is stated in the dispatches from Washington that the 
appointment will not be made until after election. 

Why this delay, Mr. President? Assuming Mr. Cortelyou’s fitness for the 
office of postmaster-general, why not take immediate advantage of this provi- 
dential assistance and appoint him now, and thus relieve the administration of a 
scandal that grows daily in gravity? 

It was bad enough when a secretary of commerce who had learned from 


“diligent investigation” the secrets of the great corporations was made chairman 
of the national committee to squeeze campaign taxes from the corporations. It 
was bad enough when an indefinitely prospective postmaster-general was se 
lected to collect campaign tribute from the railroad corporations having intimate 
business relations with that department. But now that the vacancy in the cabi- 
net actually exists, the scandal of Mr. Cortelyou’s continuance as chairman of the 
national committee smells to heaven. 

The former impropriety seems slight in comparison wtih that which follows 
the death of Mr. Payne. For the honor of the Presidency, and for his personad 
honor, can Mr. Roosevelt afford to keep Mr. Cortelyou at the head of his cam- 
paign committee? 

Can he afford to allow the man who is to become postmaster-genera? in a 
few short weeks to collect campaign funds from the great railroad corporations 
that reap an excessive profit from the existing system of weighing the United 
States mails? 

: — he afford to let his very administration itself play this part of a tribute 
aker 

Surely Mr. Roosevelt must see the indelicacy of it, the impropriety of {f, the 
scandal of it. Even his ambition and his stubbornness ought not to blind him to 
the actual facts. of the case. 

Certainly he values the honor of his administration and he cherishes his own 
honor. Then why not make Mr. Cortelyou postmaster-general at once? 

Why not let him resign the chairmanship of the national committee when he 
can retire gracefully? 

Why not appoint somebody else as tax collector—somebody who has not been 
and is not going to be a member of the cabinet? 

Whether Mr. Roosevelt is to bé elected or defeated cannot depend on Mr. Cor- 
telyou’s services as chairman of the’ national committee. There are other capable 
managing politicians in the Republican party. There are other men who can take 
campaign money from the corporations without emphasizing so strongly the ide@ 
of a partnership between the government and the contributors. 

If Mr. Cortelyou is to succeed Mr. Payne he should assume his new duties at 
once. He should resign the chairmanship of the national committee immediately. 
No other course is now consistent with political decency.
